If my memory does not tail me, 
a famous Frenchman once remarked 
that the more things changed the 
more they remained the same. This, 
in turn, is a paraphase of the 
Biblical expression that there is 
nothing new under the sun. In 
other words, for the purpose of this 
article, town expenses continue to 
mount, freedom is not free, and we 
seem to have very little control 
over the growing tax burden, even 
in local affairs. 

Our 1952 school budget is the 
only major item that has been an- 
nounced. This indicates a very 
substantial increase over 1951, 
amounting to approximately $2.00 
on the tax rate. Although the new 


| schools are responsible for a part 


of this amount, the basic factors 
are the larger enrollment and the 
increase in salaries. 

Mr. Arthur W. Cole, our welfare 
agent, has been revising his bud- 
gets in accordance with the laws 
becoming effective January 1, 1952.

Vuring the past year the Board 
of Public works has completed 
several major improvements to the 
town’s public facilities. These im- 
provements were made to the high- 
way system and to the water sys 
tem as planned projects under 
specific special articles from the 
annual town meeting. 

A section of Lowell street from 
Cutler road to Argilla road was 
reconstructed at an elevation of 
four and one half feet higher than 
the original construction. This 
work improved the sight disfance 
in this area, and enabled the Ar- 
gilla road intersection to be chang- 
ed so that a dangerous blind cor- 
ner was eliminated at this location. 

That portion of Shawsheen road 
which lies between Cuba street and 
Reech circle was widened to a 
minimum width of thirty feet be 
tween curb stones. Some land was 
purchased on the west side to 
enable the degree of curvature to 
be lessened, As a part of this job, 
the intersection at Cuba street was 
lowered slightly to remove an awk- 
ward cross slope in Shawsheen 
road,

eventful one in the Andover school 
department, the school committee 
looks forward to accomplishment 
in 1952.
